Yester- 
day we came so close oi> to them, as to Em 
their toss burning, and rations apparently 
but just cooked. Two negro cabins from 
which boards had been loin off, were 
occupied by the'enemy, and through thes 
apertures ftey fired upon our pickets, bu 
without effect. As soon as they Sed, tb 
owner of tho house near hoisted a flag o 
truce and claimed our protection. The 
flag is usually a piece of white cottoa o 
the siza of a common linen handkerchie: 
Three of their Cavalry exposed themselvp

was taken. He-showed grit, but' wil
